SUPREME COURT. 


Looking for 2 Plaintiff. 


In 1919 a Chinese namec Ko 
Ep-ting claimed from the Wing 
sbing Cheung firm the sum of 
$20,000, alleged to have been de- 
posited by plaintiff with defend- 
ant firm, and, in default of appear- 
ance, judgment was obtained. 
Later, defendants applied to 
Court for judgment to be 
set aside. and this was 
done on the condition that defend- 
ants paid into Court the sum of 
$6,000. The money was paid and 
the case came up for bearing at 
the Supreme Court, before His 
Honotr Mr.. Justice. Gompertz, 
this morning. 


Mr.C.G. Alabaster, instructed 
by Mr. D. H. Blake, of Messrs. 
Wilkinson and Grist, appearing 
for defendants, said in 1919 
plaintiff brought an action 
against defendant firm and 
one of the partners for 
$20,000 alleged to have been 
deposited. A writ was served on 
second defendant, who entered 
no appearance. and judgment, 
was obtained by plaintiff, who 
signed it away on the same day 
tog third partnér. The defend- 
ants got that judgment set aside 
on paying $6,009 into Court and 
since then .the defendants 
had .been looking for a 
plaintiff who was willing 
'o appear against them. He 
applied that the case be struck 
out and that the money deposited. 
$6,000, be repaid to defendants. 

Evidence was given by Mr. 
D. H. Blake to the effect that 
plaintiff and plaintiff's solicitors 
had received notice of trial. 

The case was struck out with 
costs, and an order made that 
the money be repaid to defen-

THE COAL DISPUTE.~ 


London, May 23. 

Mr. Lloyd George met the Miners’ Executive this morning, 
The Premier had a 123 hours conference with the Minera’ Executive 
this morning which was resoltless, It is understand the Premier. | 
told the miners that, unless an agreement between the parties was 
reached, legislation would de introduced to enforce a settlement by 
arbitration. The miners said-they adhered to the national profits 
pool which has been tha stumbling-block-to-a-settiement—hi 
The Premier said this was not a matter for consideration either now 
or by arbitration. 


After the miners, the Premier met the coalowners. No arrange- 
ments’ were made as to a conference of miners and coalowners. 


The Government’s proposals submitted to the miners and coal 
owners to-day are identical with the Premier’s speech cabled yes- 
terday. As regards a temporary arrangement while a permanent 
scheme is being evolved the proposals state that since it is plain 
that the parties are unable to agree to the terms of an arrangement 
for a continued period the matter must be decided by one of three 
methods: Firstly, the establishment of a National Wage Board on 
which the coalowners and miners would be equally represented, 
with a neutral chairman; Secbadly, the establishment of a tribunal 
of three persons to decide the dispute: Thirdly, reference of the 
dispute to a single arbitrator. Tha determining body must report 
within two months. 


The Miners’ Executive has decided to submit the Government’s 
proposals to the districts.

RETURN OF GENERAL 
_ IBERIA. 


The Commander-in-Chief 
. Interviewed. . 
General Tachibana, Com- 
manderin-Chief of the Japanese 
troops in Siberia, arrived at 
Tauruge an the Sth inst. by the 
transport.Niitaka Maro. He is 
on his way to Tokyo to attend a 
conference of the senior officers 
and officials stationed in Siberia 
and Chins, for the purpose of 
fully exchanging views and settl- 
ing the course to be taken in the 
two countries. - 


Interviewed by a Mainichi cor. 
respondent he is said to have 
made the following  state- 
ment:—Somé unrest still pre- 
vails in Wladivostock, and, of 
late, ramours have bean current 
that some political crisis is im- 
minent. This is due to the - 
resumption of active movements 
by the Kappelites in Nicolisk and 
other districts awing to C 
difficulties they have been 
experiencing ‘in obtaining the 
means of living. But I don't 
attach much importance thereto, 
as I believe they are only rumours. - 
Tf the Kappelites really com- 
mence any movement, the Japan- 
ese troops will disarm any party 
which opens hostilties, as we have 
repeatedly declared. So we do 
not/believe that apy serious 
disturbance will develop, becanse 
we are ready to enforce 
our declaration. Several’ Kap- 
pelites have recently discarded 
their uniform, instead of idly 
wailing for some  promisirg 
opportunity, and have applied to 
the Japanese army for work. 
some of themi are workiog very 
well and others have linked up 
with’ gangs of ccolies. The in-- 
sufficient svpply of arms and 
ammunition will cripple them i 
they attempt military Movements 
in any case, Some of them are 
trying 10 convinced others that 
they ate secretly helped by she 
Japane<e army, and this natural- 
ty misleads the public todiseredit 
Japan's real object. 


The discipline of the Japsnes® 
army bas been often commented 
oo in the home land of late, an® 
Lbave heen very sorry to notice 

; but there is nothing to invith 
such, unfavourable comments. 
The all-ged emb zzlement by 8 
paymaster is under examination, 
and sothing. definite- can be 
said until his examication 
uss bean concluded. Ic is 
very hard that this should be. 
accepted as evidenceof wholesale 
ccrruption amongst the troops. 
Tt is only poisible for me to 
maintain the most rigorous dis- 
cipline and order among the 
troops, if outsiders prefer to at- 
tack us.. I believe even the 
General public will not say that 
whatvis right is wrong. It bas 
been also reported of late that a 
certain sort of, propaganda is 
being carried on in the army ; but 
that is a verv simple matter, 
because we have decided as mach 
as possible to make everything 
ablic under the circumstances, 
iscarding the -old practice of 
hashing up things in connection 
with the Army. There are some 
foreign corresponcents stationed 
in Viedivastock, and we, have 
gives them all the news that has 
been communicated tothe Japan- 
ese correspondents. 
probable that the Army Depart- 
ment is attempting to organize an 


organ for propaganda for any] 


purpose. Thereare many reports 
from Chita; but it would be 
premature tosay anything about ° 
the stability of the present 
Government there. I think that 
the féeling entertained toward us 
by that Government is not so 
unfavourable as reports circulated 
from time to time have indicated. 
The Japanese forces stationed in 
Siberia are adhering to their 
original object, and thé time will 
come when our object will. be 
clearly and definitely understood | 
by the general public.

Miners’ Statement on 
Government Proposals. - 


In our issue of the $5th inst. 
we gave the miners" statements 
as to the :merits of the coal 
dispute. Below. will bs found 
tha answer of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion to the Government proposal. 

Tho Miners’ Federation met 
the Prime Minister in:the hope 
that they would hear from the 
Government a new proposal 
which would at least make it 
possible for negotiations to con- 
tinue with some hope af success, 

But when tha Prime Minister 
presented his draft proposal to 
them. they found that i: was in 
all ita essential faatures ideati- 
cal with the terms put forward 
by the owners, which the ‘miners 
had already been compelled to 
reject. 

Ic is true that the Prime Minis- 
ter's draft contained no actual 
figures as to the wages which 
were tobe paid. It was confined 
to the principles, which were to 
govern the detarmination of 
wages’: but it accepted absolute- 
ly che principles advocated by 
tha owners as the basis of wage 
determination and rejected ab- 
sofutely the principles put -for- 
ward by the iriners. 

The Government thus took its 
stand absolutels with the owners 


tin rejecting the demand for a 


national pogl But this demand 
is the essential principle for 
which the miners are contending. 
“ ABSURDITIES AND INJUSTICES 

Why is a national pool neces- 
sary? The Tines,in its leading 
article, dealing with the pro- 
posals of the Gavernment and 
the owners, ‘clearly states the 
ease for it. Ik. speaks of "the 
palpable absurdity and injustice 
of a scheme hy which some men 
--in favourec .districts—would 
actually get an advance in wages 
a: the present time, while others 
doing precisely the same work 
would have to submitt to a 
reduction atmitted by everyone 
to be excessive.” Without a 
national pool, such, absurdities 
and injustices are. inev itable. 

Whar, then, is “meant by this 
nattonal pool? Doe 

Tho miners are not asking for 


[a pooting of the profits of all col- 


Nieries in.such a way that the 
rich or well-managed colliery 
would have ro advantace over 
the poor or badly-managed col- 
liery. They are asking that a 
levs shoutd ba made for each ton 
cf coal extracted in every colliery, 
good and bad alike, aud that this 
levy should be paidinto a nation- 
al pool, whien would then be used 
to redress the balance between 
the earnings of the workers in 
the wariou’s coalfields. 

” By farthe greatest part of the 
sum paid into the national pool 
would come out of the miners’ 
wages: for, according to the 
general principle agreed on be- 
tween the owners and the miners, 
the level uf wages waold be de- 
termined by dividing the surplus 
available in the industry, after all 
production costs had been met, 
in proportions to be agreed, as be- 
tween wages and profits, The 
proposed levy would rank a3 a 
cast of production, and would be 
deducted before the sum available 
for division as wages and profits 
was ascertained. — 

As miners’ wages stand in the 
ratio of about 80 per cent. to total 
costs of production. it is clear 
that by far.the greatest part of 
the levy paid to the pool would 
come directly out of the wages of 
the miners. 


“A DIRECT STIMULUS.” 

In face of this tact it is 
ridiculous for the owners and for 
the Government to contend that 
the imposing of such a levy 
would be destructive of efficiency’ 
and incentive to production in|q 
the industry. It would rather 
act as a direct stimulus to both 
owners and miners to do their 
best; since, under this system at 
least as mnch as now, the amount 
available for division as wagesebr 
profits would depend upon the 


“Owners 


way in .which the pits were 
alministered and the character of 
the work done. Moreaver, under 
it miners as well as the owners 
would have a direct interest in 
making the whole industry as 
efficient as possible. 

The owners and the Govern- 
ment persist in contending that 
the crea.ion of a pool on these or 
on any other lines is ™ impractic- 
able": bot it is clear that-all 
they mean is that they are 
opposed to it, and are not willing 
to work it. Given the owners‘ 
willingness to work a pooling 
scheme, there is clearly nothing 
atall impracticable about it. Tt 
is purely a question of “ won't,” 
and not of “can't,” so far an the 


Jownera are concerned: but the

Is it uot now offering 
a subsidy out of public fonds in 
aid of wagea in tha distriots 
which would be hardost-hit by 
the proposed reductions? Apart 
from the fact that, sach a subsidy 
does not touch the eagzential point 
of a national settlement versus 
district sattlaments, the proposal 
made by the Prime Minister is 
worthless in itselfi—~- 

Tt is apparently to be confined 
to aid extending only over a 
period of a fow weeks; and when 
it lapsed at the ond of this period, 
there would be no better prospect 
than there is now of an accept- 
able adjustment of conditions in 
the industry unless the owners 
are prepared to accept the 
principle of « national! pool, 

The miners are not asking for 
a permanent subsidy from the 
Government; but the temporary 
assistance given must be enongh 
toenable the present depression 
to be overcome, and must, above 
all, be accom: anied by a real 
national settlement based on the 
concession of the national pool. 
The cational pool thus remains a3 
the one essential condition of a 
settlement. 

NQ ALTERNATIVE, 

The miners have done their 
best to secure a reasonable settle. 
ment of the points at isstein the 
presentdispote. They have failed 
because the Government has 
deliberately takep its stand on 
the side of the owners. They 
know well that they are placed in 
a very. unfavourable position 
for resistance even to the 
most uofair demands; but, what. 
ever their position may be, they 
have no alternative but to stand 
out with such strength as they 
possess, and to appeal to all 
workers and to the whole people 
to recognise that they have done 
their best for peace, and that, 
despite all their efforts, thoy.are 
faced row with essentially the 
same demands as were made of 
tbem when they were first looked 
out by the owners, 

They are being asked to allow 
their methods of national 
negotiation to be destroyed, and 
to accept reductions jn wages 
which would bring them down in 
maoy districts to far less than 
their pre-war standard of living. 
In loyalty to their wives and 
families and to the workers in 
other industries, they have no 
choice but to refuse. 


WIFE'S DRESS 
ALLOW ANCE. 


{Suit Against Father-In-Law. 


In the King’s Bench Division, 
Lordon, Captain Thomas 
Herbert Hudson... who was 
referred to as a Cheshire land- 
owner living at Farnham, and 
his Wife sued the wife’s parents. 

Major R. A. Richardson, of 
Warwick, and Mrs. Richardson. 
Plaintiffs asked for a declaration 
tO an agreement 
made at the time of Mr. Hudson's 
engagement to the effect that the 
defendants should allow a certain 
sum per year to Mrs. Hudsou as 
long as Major Richardson lived. 

WhenCapsain Hndson proposed 
to defendants’ daughter in 1913 
and the settlements were discuss- 
ed, Major Richardson. said 
ecunsel, thought that Captain 
Hudson should settle £600 a year 
on the lady, and be and his wife 
would b2 prepared tomakeadress 
al owance of £125 to £150 a year. 
The dress allowance did not 
appear in the contract, plantiffs 
relying on tha expressed intention 
to pay. 

Correspondence on the subject 
took place the following year, and 

defendants’ solicitors then wrote 
to sav that the money would he 
paid “provided.the circumstances 
of Major Richardson permitted,” 
and that it was a purely voluntary 
matter. 

In further letters, written while 
Mr. Hndson was 2 prisoner of 
war in Germany, Major Rich- 
ardson insisted that the promise 
was. conditional, that there was 
no definite understanding, and 
that the allowance would be mada 
if circumstances permitted anc 
they thought it proper to do so. 
A declaration was claimed that 
the plaintiffs were entitled to 
£100 year, and judgment was 
asked for in respect of the 
arrears. : 

Captain Hudson gave evidence 
in regard to the interviews with 
Major Richardson. and the alteg- 
ed promise ‘of the dress allow- 
ance. Tho promise, be stated, 
induced him to agrée “that the 
roatter should not appear in the 
covenant, In cross-examination, 
he declared that the promise was 
quite definite. 

Opening the defence, Mr. Bar 


ington Ward said that vdatr| 


the batne to aay that Mr, Heak 
did pot marry this lady for £100 a 
yeat, and that the alleged promise 
did not operate to bring about the 
union, 

Major Richardson aaid that 
when tha marriage settlement’ 
was prepared it incladed a coven- 
ant to pay £125 a year, bat he 
instructed tha solicitors to strike 


‘Jit out. as he was determined not 


to be bound legally to pay it. He 
was annoyed at the covenant 
being’ included and he and his 
wife decided that they would 
hava nothing to do with the 
settlement, bat the solicitor par. 
suaded them to yield from that 
position, 

Ho declined to ba bound to pay 
the allowanca because his income 
was very fluctuating. Both his 
wife's and his own income had 
been affectad by the war. 

Mr. Henry. Field, of Messrs. 
Field and Sons, solicitors, of 
Leamington, deposed that Mr. 
Richardson always said that he 
could not be bound to pay bde- 
cause bis income was uncertain. 

Mr. Justice Shearman, in giving 
judgment, said that the real 
question was whether this was a 
voluntary promise or one legally 
binding. He thought the contract 
was established, and he gave 
judgment for the plaintiffs for a 
declaration. in support of. the. 
contract, the moneys to’ be paid to 
Mrs. Hudson through the life 
time of Mr, Richardson, the first 
payment tobe in February. He 
cave judgmeot for £600 arrears 
to February 24th, 1921, with coats. 

A-stay of. execution was 
granted, *

STRANGE CAREER OF A 
"+ WOMEN BIGAMIST. - 


“Marriage” to General. 


The. extractdinary career of a 
woman of 29 years of-sge, who 
at onetime posed as a doctor 
and in this capacity attended 
operations and signed death 
certificates, wss told at the Old 
Bailey, London, when Una 
Hanley pleaded guilty to bigamy. 
The bigamous martisge was 
contracted with General Oliver 
de Laocy Williams. 

It was stated that’ Hanley was 
married at 24 years of age to Dr. 
Thomas Alexander Hanloy, now 
& medical practitioner in Leeds. 
They lived at various places 
in England and o> the Continent. 
where her husband was studying 
medicine, and finally went to 
Laeds in 1914. Two children 
were born. , 

Five’ years later it came-to Dr. 
Hanles’s knowledge that there 
were heavy debts, and that 
orisoner had obtained thousands 
of pounds by fraud from in- 
finentral people in the district 
and well-known medical men. 
Husband and wife parted. the 
latter going to Scarborongh where 
she lived at the most expensive 
hotels and persuaded two or three 
tradesmen to cash worthless 
cbeques. 

In 1920 she obtained admission 
to St. Mary's Hospital.
